War Cloud 



The Feeling In Japan over Rus- 
sian Action Results In A 
Warlike Move. 



Japan Is Aroused over the Con- 
centration of Russians on 
the Yalu River. 



Three Warships Gone to New- 
chwang — Japan Is Ready 
• to Wreck Railway. 



The despatch o£ three Japanese war- 
ships to Nowchwang— - the port by which 
entrance is gained to Manchuria— noted 
in Associated Press cablegrams from 
Yokohama appearing in yesterday's Colo- 
nist, shows that since the mails received 
by the steamer Empress of China left 
the Japanese port on April 10, the situa- 
tion lias been considerably aggravated. 
When the Empress left two days had 
elapsed after the date of the second 
evacuation of Manchuria by Russia, but 
the troops of Russia had not been with- 
drawn, and the comment in the Japanese 
press was very bitter. It was announced 
that Newchwnng would be handed over 
to the Chinese, and some of the milder 
journals of J.apun spoke more hopefully, 
hut when Russia did not hand over the 
Northern port, as was announced, the 
warlike spirit was again prevalent, and 
tl^e bona fides of Russia were questioned 
by even the most conservative of the 
Japanese papers. 

It was announced by despatches to 
vernacular Japanese papers, that Gen- 
eral Tso, the Chinese governor of Man- 
churia, was on his way to Moukden for 
purposes of the transfer, and the grow- 
ing sentiment was again allayed, but 
when it transpired that no evacuation 
was taking place, and that instead Rus- 
sian forces to the number of 20,000 were 
being concentrated at Fenhwaug on tho 
Yalu river, and commanding the North- 
ern border of Korea, the feeling in Japan 
was very warlike. It was shown by 
some Japanese papers, that although 
Russian otlicials had said that these 
troops wore to be placed in depot there 
for use as "railway guards," Fenhwaug 
couldn't in any sense be regarded as a 
convenient place for such forces, being 
so. far removed from the territory of 
the railway, while on the other hand it 
was an ideal point to guard the North- 
ern Coast of Korea, where Japan's arm- 
ies entered North China at the time of 
the China-Japan war. 



It has been well known for some time 
past that Jnpau has been watching Rus- 
sia's nction in Manchuria with suspic- 
ion. Travelers who have arrived here, 
including well-posted army officers, have 
told of how spies of Japan were at 
work in Manchuria, and of Japanese 
engineers guised as laborers or com- 
mercial men had 'caehos of explosives 
stored at various places along tho Rus- 
sian railway ready to;,blow up the lino 
if war was declared between Japan and 
Russia as a .result of the contretemps 
over Manchuria.. 

Russia lias also been preparing— evi- 
dently with the idea of a show-down on 
this Manchurian question,, nud despatches 
to Japanese papers ; received by tho 
Empress of China* tcll'of how — far from 
evacuating Manchuria— the Russians 
have been fortifying , their garrisons, in 
different sections. These reports had 
the effect not only of arousing the Jap- 
anese press to urge the government to 
decisive nction, b;:t to revive the Na- 
tional Alliance Association, and a mass 
meeting was held at Tokio on April 8 
under the auspices of this association. 
At this meeting a resolution was passed 
to the effect that "All the actions of 
Russia tend to strengthen the convic- 
tion that she li sis no real intention of 
restoring Manchuria to China in accord- 
ance with her pledges, and it is there- 
fore incumbent on the Japanese and 
llritish governments to support China 
in reasserting hor own jurisdiction in 
Manchuria, and throwing it open, as a 
means of securing peace in the Far 
East." 

Tho Japan Gazette says: "This re- 
solution expresses in plain language the 
feeling that is evident on every side. 
Throughout the length and breadth of 
Japan there is a murmur of determina- 
tion: not that Manchuria itself matters 
much to Japan, but the forward march 
of Russian aggression requires to bo 
cheeked somewhere, if Japan is to be 
safe. 

The Japan Herald says: "It seems 
there is no doubt that Russia is con- 
centrating her troops near the Eastern 
Chinese railway lines under the pretence 
of the evacuation of Manchuria. The 
Russian version of the concentration is 
that she is entitled to place any number 
of troops for the protection of the line, 
by virtue of the Onssiiil treaty, existing 
(between her and China. The vernacular 
papers, however, express strong doubts 
as to the existence of any such treaty, 
as when the Japanese government en- 
quired of the Chinese government as 
to the treaty, Prince Chiug explicitly de- 
nied its existence. It appears that Prince 
Ching had a doubt whether the so-called 
treaty was not signed privately between 
the late Li Hung Chang and M. Cas- 
sini. so he caused an investigation to be 
made into the documents left by Li, 
but no papers relating to tho treaty were 
discovered. The Prince further inquir- 
ed of tho Russian government in regard 
to the treaty, but only an evasive reply 
was received. For the above reasons, 
the vernacular papers regard Russia's 
action as unwarrantable, and declare 
that it is on a line with Russian diplo- 
macy, and intended to dupe the various 
powers concerned."

' Rosslund, April 24.— (Plans are now 
being prepared for an aerial tramway 
It'rom the Kootenay mine to the Cana- 
dian Pacific, a distance of, approximate- 
ly, one mile, and the estimated cost is 
fjGo.OOO. This does not affect the com- 
pany's plans for reduction works, 'as the 
tramway can be utilized if the works tare 
built for carrying ore from the mine 
to the plant, smelted product from the 
plant to the railroad, and fuel and other 
supplies from the railroad to the works.

Vienna, April 24.— Despatches from 
Sofia, Bulgaria, announce that a band 
of Macedonians recently surrounded and 
slaughtered forty iBashi-Bazouks and fif- 
teen gendarmes near Putritch, Mace- 
donia, out of revenge for the murder of 
their leader. iCapt. 'Saeff, who was re- 
cently killed in an engagement in the 
district of Memilk. 

Tho band subsequently captured the 
district chief at Petritch aud 25 sol- 
diers, whom they stripped and released. 

A Constantinople despatch says tho 
council of war has decided to place the 
entrance to the Bosiphorus on tho Black 
Sea side in u state of defence. Fifty 
thousand troops will he brought over 
from Asia Minor gradually and finally 
the military manoeuvres will bo held- in 
the early summer instead of tho 
autumn. 

Private advices received in Rome from 
tho revolutionary committee iu the Bal- 
kans state that preparations for an in- 
surrection are ready. The revolutionary 
committee asserts that the whole of 
Macedonia will rise, and asks for the 
sympathy of Italy. It further express- 
es tho hope that moral and material aid 
will bo given to the movement. In gov- 
ernment circles in Homo these advices 
have been received with some indiffer- 
ence, as the agitators are considered to 
ho neither so numerous nor so well or- 
ganized a.u they claim. Little faith is 
-expressed In a general insurrection, 
while outbreaks are regarded as at- 
tempts to force a European interven- 
tion. 



Berlin, April 24. — The government was 
interpellated today by members of tho 
Center party regarding the killing of uu 
artilleryman named Ilnrtnian by Ser- 
geant Hussener at Essen, Good Friday 
last, 'because the former did not salute 
properly. The interpellation embraced 
two questions: First, what the Imperial 
Chancellor knows regarding the circum- 
stances; second, whether tho chancellor 
was willing to use his influence in chang- 
ing the regulations regarding the carry- 
of arms by cadets or soldiers .on leave, 
in order to prevent the recurrence of 
similar crimes. 

The Admiralty Secretary declared he 
was ready to answer the interpellation 
immediately. When he described how 
Hussener stabbed Hartman, in the back, 
there wore cries of "shame." Vou Tir- 
pitz read a telegram from the .examin- 
ing magistrate at Kiel, showing that 
the marine authorities accepted Husseu- 
er's testimony that he received a blow 
from Hartman while struggling to free 
himself from the latter, although sev- 
eral witnesses saw no blow struck. Con- 
tinuing, . Von Tirpitz took the second 
question; he said the regulations re- 
gurding the use of arms aro most pre- 
cise. Every superior was justified 
iu using his arms in order to com- 
pel obedience to his orders in case of ex- 
treme necessity or danger. So far as the 
Essen case could be judged, Hussener 
acted directly contrary to the regula- 
tions. The incident, he said, is pro- 
foundly regretted through the navy, 
which is the best guarantee that there 
will be no repetition. 

Heir Leuzmann, South German Peo- 
ple's party, said: "The case is sympto- 
matic of the phenomenon which we must 
suppress. Hussener was several times 
detected in untruths before the investi- 
gating magistrate. Hartman, whom I 
knew personally, was a quite orderly 
man. Hussener's character is a con- 
glomeration of stupidity, brutality, and 
swaggering self-iiuportance. The least 
we can. demand is that such unfledged 
youths be forbidden to bear arms."

Several cargo ships are nliout Hue to 
discharge at tlie Ocean docks nud at 
Esquimalt. Tho British ship Mylomene, 
is now out 132 days from Cardiff with 
coal for Esquimau, and tho British ship 
Lamorma is now 115 days from Glasgow 
-with cargo for this port and Vancouver. 
The hark Ivauhoe, Onpt. Grant, is ex- 
pected shortly at the docks with a cargo 
of nitrate for the Chemical Works, 
having left Honolulu about tho begin- 
ning of tho month. Tho French ship 
Alice, would nlso hnve been ahout due, 
as well as the British ship Vincent, botli 
bringing rails for the C. 1'. U. from Ant- 
werp and Rotterdam, but owing to tho 
fact that botli vessels were obliged to 
put into port in distress, they Will not 
arrive for some time to come. The Alice 
left Antwerp for Vancouver 115 days 
ago, but being obliged to put into Fal- 
mouth with some of her headgear carried 
away, she did not leave tho British port 
until March 13, and the Vincent had to 
discharge her cargo at Montevideo. She 
left 150 days ago. The Astoria and 
Malegwyn are due about two weeks 
hence with rails, having left 10S 
and 100 days ago respectively. 

According to letters received by Capt. 
Murray of this city,, the baric Antiope, 
of which he is part owner, and which 
is commanded by his son, George Mur- 
ray, has made one of the fastest trips 
on record across the Pacific. She made 
the run from Tacoma to Yokohama in 32 
days, beating her sister liner, the Kin- 
ross, by 20 days on the same voyage. 
The Kinross left 15 days before her, and 
she did not reach Yokohama until live 
days after the Antiope. 

A still smarter run would have been 
made had tho bark not encountered the 
severe hurricane which she did in the 
Western Pacific; blowing away sails and 
causing about live days detention. The 
Antiope was engaged for .some time in 
the coal carrying trade between Lady- 
smith and tlie Sandwich Islands, where 
she also distinguished herself by muMug 
romt very fast passages.

SIGNALLING EXPERIMENTS. 

Mr. Day kin invents Now System For 
Sending Messages at Night. 

W P. Day kill, of Carmanah Point, 
who came from the West Coast light- 
house with his son in an open boat in 
45 hours, has been conducting some 
signalling experiments, using a 25-cnudle 
power incandescent light. Mr. Diiykln 
sent messages from the vicinity of the 
Marine hospital, which were ireceived by 
Mr. B. J. Hauchton of the C. 1'. Ii. 
telegraph staff, without difficulty. Mr. 
Daykin, who has had long experience in 
signalling in connection with his ex- 
tended lighthouse service, has invented 
a new system of signalling by night, 
using the Morse code. In the past sig- 
nals have been sent by flashes and lixed 
glares of n white light, but Mr. Daykin 
has substituted a red light, by placing 
a red glass in front of tlie light, for tlie 
•dash, thus avoiding confusion which has 
occurred in the past regarding tlie dura- 
tion of the dot or dash shown by the 
white light.

HIE DEATH MAP OF THE UNITED 
STATES. 

The causes of death are to a large ex- 
tent a matter of geography, declares one 
of the latest reports of t'ac Census Bureau 
at Washington. 

A man of the •United States has been 
prepared under the direction of WlOllam 
It. Merrunan, Director of the twelfth 
census, in which the country Is divided '.li- 
te twenty-one districts. 

These districts have been marked to 
show the different diseases that are most 
fatal In different parts of the country. 

I-'or instance, the most fatal diseases In 
the district In which New York City Is 
situated are consumption, pneumonia. 
IP-right's disease, apopleky, bronchitis auil 
dlptaerln. 

The most sensational deaths occur In 
the Pacific coast district region. In the 
Slate of Washington. This Is the only 
district In which gunshot wounds are re. 
period as a prevalent cause of dead!]'. Heart 
disease, suicide and apoplexy show there 
tin- largest number of victims, and the 
record la held for the greatest number of 
deaths from alcoholism. 

hung troubles appear to be most numer- 
ous along tlie Atlantic coast from New 
York to Virginia and along the Mississippi 
Illver form New Orleans to the Ohio 
It her. 

Typhoid fever and malaria come far 
down on the list In mountainous districts, 
but appear at the top In North Carolina, 
South Caro'Ina, Geonrln. Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Arkansas ami Indian Tmlton-. 

'Although only three out of every bun- 
died die of old age, there are a few fortu- 
nate districts where old age rivals con- 
sumption and malaria as the cause at 
death. Among these favored spots are the 
CatskiiHa, Adlrondacks. fireen Mountains, 
p.-rts of Michigan anil Wisconsin, and the 
legion of either vide of the Missouri 
•Ith-er. 

Childbirth, croups and whooping cough 
appeal 1 to he most dangerous In the dis- 
tricts which have tlie least population ami 
where, presumably, medical aid is most 
difficult to obtain. 

Cancer, heart disease and apoplexy are 
more to be expected In mountainous parts 
of the country than In the level districts. 

Tn eight of the twenty-one districts rheu- 
matism leaps a large harvest of death, 
noticeably In the thinly settled States 
where the Inhabitants are most exposed 
to the sudden changes of weather. 

Ceneraily speaking It appears that the 
majority of deaths In tlhe country are 
caused bv climatic conditions, whtlc tliosc 
In tho cities are caused bv social condi- 
tions. 

The Former on the (Dakota nrairle. for 
example, needs to guard against rheuma- 
tism, but not Bgallist malaria or heart 
diseases. 

Tlie New Yorker may well dread hW3 
dlf/case, but need have little fear of sear- 
Hot fever or rheumatism.

COMPARATIVE CORRUPTION. 



A Professor Pearson of the "Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, recently reported 
to tho Department of Agriculture at 
Washington that rabies was a disease 
to be reckoned with, and that as many 
as fire peoplo had died of it ia one j-cit 
iii the United States, 'Dr. Dulles, of 
tho same institution, declares: "I hav» 
come to believe th».t tho common fear 
of .dog bites is "utterly unreasonable, 
and that tho un fortunate results 'that 
sometimes follow- dog bites aro largely 
tho rotmbt net of the bites, but of the 
senseless fear which is felt by most 
ipursons In civilized countries of the so 
•ealhnl "mad dog.' " "Dr. Dulles argues 
that tfhe eoimectiou between hydropho- 
bia and dog bites is so irregular and 
'uncertain that no theory of the trans- 
mission of n specific -virus is possible, 
die ipntictically maintains that so-called 
•oiHsea of hydrophobia are cases of mania 
induced by suggestion, and fear, and 
that they do not occur where people are 
bitten and think no more about it. If 
vo, tho success of Pasteur's inoculation 
is easily understood. 13y being believed 
a remedy, it really became one. Dr. 
IDulles does not -say that people may not 
die from being bitten by a dog. He 
merely says that hydrophobia is a myth. 
I\Vo hope he is right. If hydrophobia 
«ni 'be prevented by removing tlie fear 
of it and lM'lie-f in it,' that Is easier than 
the 'process of inoculation.

THE WAR OFFICE. 

The War Office has found an apologist 
in the person of Major Arthur Griffiths 
who, in the columns of the Fortnightly 
Review, devotes some time ami ingenuity 
to its defence. After reading through 
what he has to say, we have come to 
the conclusion that he has penned th 
most scathing indictment of the War 
Office we have ever perused. It is true 
that his main contention is to attempt 
to show that the individuals at work in 
the War Office are not men of lower than 
average intelligence, and are men both 
patriotic and industrious. lie says, 
•'Nevertheless, the country must still de- 
pend upon tlie strenuous and solf-saeri- 
ficiug efforts of a band of devoted men, 
who make the best of what they find to 
their hand, and who, much to their 
credit, ultimately pull us through." That 
is a nice thing to sny about the military 
organisation of a great Empire, liable 
at any time to be face to face with the 
alternative of living by the sword or 
perishing by it! It involves the assump- 
tion that if at any time tho "self-sacrific- 
ing efforts'' of this '^bnnd of devoted 
men" were not successful in "ultimately 
pulling us through," it would not be their 
fault. To say that, is to put the finger 
at once upon the sore spot. The War 
Olllce is so constituted that responsibility 
for failure can rest nowhere. This 
"band of devoted men" are individually 
and collectively irresponsible. For in- 
stance, in dealing with another part of 
his subject, the Department of Military 
Intelligence, Major Griffiths speaks of 
its excellent methods and results, and 
yet concludes, "we can have no certainty 
that the information prepared, and the 
no doubt sound deductions therefrom, 
will he more readily accepted than that 
provided so liberally, and yet so strange- 
ly despised before the South African 
war." If the War Office gives us no 
guarantee that in war its information ac- 
quired in peace will be utilized, surely 
the War Office is in need of 
drastic reformation, and obviously that 
reformation should take the form of mak- 
ing somebody responsible. The War 
Office should be regulated by a penal 
code, punctuating personal responsibility, 
not by a system of^rules minimizing per- 
sonal responsibility. Iu this matter of 
information, the Head of the Intelligence 
Department should he responsible for 
having every sorap of information avail- 
able at .the dispositiou of His Majesty's 
forces when in ,tbe field; and it seems to 
us that the' only way to make him re- 
sponsible is to subject him to tha cer- 
.tainty of losing his official, and perhaps 
his literal .head if ho does not do his 
duty in supplying correct and sufficient 
information. Similarly with the depart- 
ment- using the information. Neither 
generals ..or departmental chiefs should 
he permitted to evade personal responsi- 
bility by referenoe either to books of 
rules or books of tactics. Obedience to 
orders limits responsibility to the carry- 
ing out of the orders. But the giving of 
orders is an unlimited responsibility for 
their effects when carried out. If our 
army were organized from top to bot- 
tom upon a system of personal responsi- 
bility, instead of a system of rules and 
regulations, by which responsibility may 
be evaded, then we would not have the 
disasters we continually suffer from. 
The habit of responsible judgment would 
be cultivated, instead of being, as under 
the present system, atrophied and des- 
troyed. It is all very well for Lord 
Rosebery to raise the cry of efficiency. 
Efficiency is what everybody desires. But 
efficiency is the fruit of personal re- 
sponsibility and can grow upon no other 
tree. An efficient nrmy, for one thing, 
we never can possess, so long as the War 
Office, the nucleus of its organization i3 
the incorporated negation of responsibil- 
ity, and the fact that the individuals who 
comprize it are devoted and able, has 
nothing whatever to do with the ques- 
tion. 



There have been many speculations in 
e United States as to the ultimate ef- 
fect of the legal decision in the case of 
tho Northern Securities Corporation; but 
very few as to what would hate been 
the result if the decision had been dif- 
ferent. One authority, however, says, 
and with a good deal of reason, that a 
decision favorable to the Northern 
Securities Corporation would have led 
to the formation of a great number of 
Mergers with the deliberate purpose of 
earning profits and inflating values by 
rigidly suppressing competition, and thnt 
the ultimate result of such a development 
of business would have been disastrous. 
But has not the suppression of com- 
petition been the direct purpose of a 
great many joint stock company schemes 
in the United States during the last few 
years, and if the results of neglecting 
to cheek these operations would have 
been disastrous, what will their results 
he as far as they have gone? 



Most people are iirobably of opinion tliat 
Vancouver has Oiad enough of "ntreet 
fairs." The proprietors of the Pacific Car- 
nival Se Fair Association, of Sun Fraudseo 
however, apparently hold a different opto 
Ion, as they have written to the Council 
asking permission to hold' a street fair 
Iwre. promising to give a "moral and in 
structlve entertainment that win benefit 
the business men by attracting the deni- 
zens for 50 miles around."

The introduction of Turkish soldiers 
from Asia Minor into Europe is 
indication that the Sultan considers the 
situation, in the Balkans serious. There 
are in Asia Minor six million fanatical 
and loyal Moslems imbued to the core 
with the Moslem idea of what is due to 
believers in another religion as their 
treatment of the Armenians abundantly 
showed. Just how Europe will regard 
this introduction of Asiatic levies is n 
different matter, and just what will 
happen, if they are turned loose among 
the Macedonians, still another. We are 
having a foretaste of Balkan horrors now 
Tho one thing to hope for is that Great 
Britain keeps her head. The Berlin 
Treaty was ail right, hut similar events 
to those lending up to the Berlin Treaty 
would never again have the same result. 
A British government committed to the 
integrity of Turkey, hy among other 
considerations the fact of our having 
millions of Moslem subjects to whom 
the Sultan is the sacred head of their 
religion, confronted by a British public 
opinion straining nt the leash against 
Turkish misgovernment and cruelty sug 
gests possibilities of most unpleasant 
considerations both Imperial and domes 
tic. What statesman have we now to 
grapple' with them 7 .Chamberlain is 
paralysed because attached to a weak 
and unpopular government. Rosebery 
hopeless, because attached to a disiu 
tegrated party. 



In spite of the increase in the price 
of copper dividends 1 upon Amalgamated 
Copper, shares have not increased.

Mr. Oliver's investigation committee is 
making progress but slowly. Yesterday 
morning when the examination of the 
Attorney-General was to have beeu re- 
sumed, word came that Hon. Mr. 
Eberts was too busy with accumulated 
departmental affairs to attend. The ex- 
amination of Deputy Commissioner Gore 
therefore proceeded. He testified that an 
error had been made in the grants for 
blocks 4,5f>3 and 4,504, in a transposi- 
tion o£ numbers. It was not alleged, 
however, that cancellation arose through 
this clerical error. These blocks had 
.never been surveyed in accordance -with 
the statutory condition before the issue 
of grants, this being the first time in 
tho history of the department", to his 
knowledge, that such n thing hud oc- 
curred. He did not know the reason 
for tho innovation. That was a matter 
l'or the government to explain. Mr. 
.Oliver protested against the delay 
marking the progress of tho committee, 
and when adjournment wus taken until 
•Monday, it was with the distinct order 
that the sitting begin at 10:30 sharp, 
and Hon. Mr. Eberts be notified to be 
present at that hour.

Yesterday .Caiwi 
iBeanlands gave evidence, and there was 
some objection by the several counsel 
for the defence regarding the admissi- 
bility of his evidence in regard to the 
statements made by the boys at the en- 
quiry held by him in the vestry ot 
Christ church, when the boys gathered 
on the following Friday for choir prac- 
tice. It was held that ' inducements 
wore held out to the hoys to have them 
make statements, and that the conver- 
sations were privileged ones. The 
magistrate held, though, that the evi- 
dence vraa admissible, and the Cauou 
told of how the boys were all question-

PREVENT SLAUGHTER OF DEEIt. 

Council of Board of Trnde Hear Argu- 
ments ou Amendment to Game Act. 

A meeting of the Council of tho Board 
of Trade was convened yesterday morn- 
ing by President L. G. McQuade at the 
request of, it. Machin, who wished to 
call attention to the loss of business to 
this city in the event of the bill now 
before tne legislature prohibiting the pur- 
chase and sale of deer skins being adopt- 
ed. A. YV. Neil, member for Alberni, 
who is introducing the amendment in- 
tended to preserve deer from destruc- 
tion, was present. II. Machin being call- 
ed upon to state his ease, and the gist 
of his argument was that instead of the 
skins being bought and sold here, the 
deer would be slaughtered and the skins 
taken across the boundary by stealth. 
Mr. Neill in addressing the council, called 
attention to the manner in which the 
Came Act was being evaded. He point- 
ed out that deer skins were being ex- 
ported under the designation of manu- 
factured articles, but it was nevertheless 
a fact that these same skins were en- 
tered in the States as raw skins, which 
in his mind, went to show that the pres- 
ent act did not provide a sufficient rem- 
edy in the way of preventing the whole- 
sale slaughter of deer. He dwelt upon 
the manner in which deer are now being 
decimated, and the urgent need of im- 
mediate measures to save them from 
practical extermination. 

.Mr. Neill and Mr. Machin withdrew 
to allow the council to discuss the mat- 
ter, and finally it was decided to take 
no action, the opinion being unanimously 
expressed that all phases of the subject 
would be thoroughly threshed out before 
tho legislature, which might be safely 
relied upon to take the proper course. 

The secretary presented a copy of tho 
resolution passed by the Provincial 
Mining Association in respect to the 
much-desired Dominion aid to silver-lead 
mines, but action on the resolution was 
deferred for a meeting qf the full board, 
as it was felt that the resolution should 
he endorsed in the strongest manner 
possible.

■Visitors to the magnificent legislative 
building <aeross James bay are natur- 
ally so taken up with admiration of 
its beautiful arcltitcctural design and 
tho wealth of detail in the exterior and 
interior work, including towers, stair- 
ways, vestibules, rotundas, corridors, 
galleries and tessellated floors, etc., 
that they are apt to leave with- 
out knowing of the existence of 
a most interesting uud important sec- 
tion of the vast pile. One of the bus- 
iest portions of the buildings during 
tho session, though seldom visited by 
tho general public, is that alloted to 
tho library. Hero members are to be 
found looking up statistical matter and 
other information for use in a debate 
or in the preparation of legislative en- 
actments. Often, during the discussion 
of important measures, a cabinet min- 
ister or member is seen to summon a 
page and 1 hand to him a hastily written 
memorandum directed to the librarian, 
requesting information on some point 
that has croped up in debate. A visit to 
tho provincial library, with its 10,000 
books, convinces one that the librarian. 
IMr. E. O. S. Scholeiiehl, has adopted 
the most modern and scientific methods 
in its administration. Recently there 
has been remarkable development in the 
management of libraries in all countries, 
but especially in the United States. 
The system of cataloguing adopted by 
iMr. Seholefield has been taken from 
that introduced by Professor Olelvish 
Dewey, director of the New York State 
library, and known as Dewey's decimal 
classification. Under this system the 
books containing the particular infor- 
mation required can be Immediately se- 
lected from the shelves ranged with 
10,000 tomes. 

The provincial library is intended ex- 
clusively for the use of the members, 
although when the House is not in ses- 
sion the reading-room is open to the 
public. It is purely a reference library 
and no hooks are loaned. This being 
the case, tho books are selected with 
a view of primarily providing references 
for parliamentary purposes. Few works 
of fiction 'are purchased, this class of 
literature being confined to the more 
prominent authors of prose and poetry. 

Particular attention has been given to 
the acquisition of the best authorities 
ou constitutional history and procedure, 
political economy, biography, general his- 
tory and official publications of other 
_ countries, such as reports of department.-; 
j of labor in New Zealand and the Aus- 
tralian Commonwealth; also all reports 
bearing upon the various phases of gov- 
ernment, such as mining, lishiug, for- 
estry, agriculture, railways, road-mak- 
ing and municipal government. Father 
llagcrty, who recently lectured on So- 
cialism at the Victoria theatre, visited 
the library and pronounced the selection 
devoted to political economy as one of 
tho best he had ever seeu, considering 
tho size of the library and the compar- 
atively short time in which it has been 
in existence. He expressed surprise at 
finding that both sides of tho contro- 
versy, hearing upon the intertsts of cap- 
ital and labor, were so impartially rep- 
resented among the list of sociological 
books in the library. Indeed, anyone 
desirous - of hunting up data on any as- 
pect of the intricate problem involving 
tho reconstruction of society can find 
tho subject, exhaustively treated from 
every viewpoint. 

A most interesting section is that de- 
voted to literature on the history of 
the province and the North wi^t. Here 
may be found original editions of voy- 
ages of Vancouver, Cook, Meares, Port- 
lock, Dixon, Da Perouse, Mnrchurd, Lis- 
iansky and many other noted English, 
'Russian, Spanish and French explorers 
who visited our shores In early days. 
These explorers, especially the Spanish, 
have left memorials of their travels to 
these, then unknown, regions in the 
nomenclature of the islands, bays, straits 
and gull's from California to Alaska. 
The streets of Victoria also bear silent 
testimony to tho exploits of these early 
navigators, as witness the thoroughfares 
familiarly known as Blanchard, Quadra, 
Vancouver, Cook, Meares, Dixon, Itich- 
ard, etc. Valdez, San Juan, Galliano, 
'Gabriola, Texada and many others of 
the neighboring islands indicate conclu- 
sively that Spanish navigators 'were the 
first to find place for .them on marine 
charts. 

In this connection it may be inter- 
esting to know the strait which sepa- 
rates tho southern portion of the island 
from the much admired Olympic Vtingo 
on the American side, is named, after 
tho old Greek pilot, Apostolos Valeri- 
anos, more familiarly known us Juan 
do Fuca, as he was named by the Span- 
iards, under whose government he was 
employed. It is claimed that he dis- 
covered the strait as early us the year 
1592/ or as far back as the spacious 
times of Good Queen Bess, thus show- 
ing that in those remote days of Raleigh, 
Drake, -Frohisher and the buccaneers of 
the Spanish main attention was being 
directed to these western shores of the 
Pacific by daring followers of the sen. 

Mr. Seholefield, who is a diligent litu- 
deut among these interesting records, 
stated that Juan de Fuca sailed from a 
Mexican port on the. Pacific aud after 
journeying northward to Vancouver Isl- 
and, returned and reported to the Span- 
ish viceroy that he had discovered the 
much-talked-of Strait of Aniau, the 
name given by 'Spanish' geographers to 
tho Northwest passage, lie also report- 
ed that he had sailed for more than 
twenty days auto a deep inlet between 
the 47th and 4Sth degrees of latitude, 
(evidently a mistake for the dSth and 
-I'Jth degrees), until he reached, ut last, 
tho North sea on the Atlantic ocean. 
In those days the width of the North 
American Continent was unknown, aud 
it is not unlikely that in reaching the 
Gulf of Georgia he thought be bad 
sailed into tlie Atluntic. The story of 
fuan do Fuea's voyage in those days 
was received as a vivid creation of his 
imagination, much after tho style of 
uho punctured adventures of Do Itouge- 
auont, who attempted to convince lead- 
ing geographers of libs alleged Itobinson 
Crusoe exploits in the Antipodes. Both 
iVancouver and Cook had no hesitation 
in asserting that the 'Strait of Juan 
de Fuca had no existence, but in. the 
light of modern discovery, it certainly 
seems probable that the old Greek, 
Apostolos Velerius, was the first Eu- 
ropean to catch sight of the beautiful 
stretch of water known as the Straits 
of Juan de Fuca. 

Tuget sound, it seems, was named 
after Lient. Puget, one of Vancouver's 
officers. 

This section of historical books also 
covers the overland narratives of Sir 
Alexander Mackenzie, Sir Georgo Simp- 
son, noted ^Governors of the Company 
of Adventurers Trading into Hudson's 
Bay." Tho adventures of 'Captains 
Dewis and Clarke, who found a path ' 



across untrod plains, forest and towering 
mountains of the Rocky range to the 
Pacific ocean in 1S04-1S00, under order 
of the United States government, are 
also recounted. The journals of this 
trip of Simon Eraser down the great 
river of British 'Columbia that now 
bears his name, are also to bo fouud 
among many other interesting accounts 
of the pioneer days of the Northwest. 

The reference section of the library 
consists of encyclopaedias, dictionaries, 
year books, statistical compilations on 
various subjects, statutes from many 
portions of the British) Empire, debutes, 
journals ami reports of the parliaments 
or Great Britain ami the numerous col- 
onies. 

The reading-room contains revolving 
shelves of useful references in all man- 
ner of topics, and here and there are 
to be found files of all the provincial 
papers, also the leading periodicals from 
the other provinces and the Old Country.

II. Boss Skinner and H. II. Noyes, 
who are to sail for Hongkong ou the 
steamer Empress of China, when that 
vessel loaves for tho Orient on May 4, 
aro bound to China to Investigate the 
feasibility of importing 100,000 Chinese 
laborers to work in the gold mines of 
the Transvaal. 

"Since the close of the Boor war," 
said .Mr. Noyes in telling of their plans, 
"mining in South Africa has gone ahead 
with tremendous strides, but the future 
development of the industry is seriously 
hampered by the want of cheap labor. 
There is not sufficient ivalllr labor to op- 
erate the mines, and the Chamber of 
Mines of South Africa has accordingly 
undertaken to solve the labor question 
by looking into the feasibility of im- 
porting Chinese labor. The idea of em- 
ploying white labor is out of tlie ques- 
tion. White men will not work along 
side of Kntllrs. We think, however, 
that under wise governmental regula- 
tions we will be able to get sufficient 
Chinese to meet the conditions. Mr. 
Skinner nnd myself are now on our way 
to the Orient to report to tlie Chamber 
of Mines on tlie capabilities of the Chin- 
ese as a mine worker. 

"I have a high opinion of Chinese 
as mine Inlxirers. 1 was stationed in 
tho Orient for some years and had an 
opportunity to observe what they are 
capable of in that particular lino of 
industry. In tlie tin inine3 of the Malay 
Peninsula, which produce four-fifths of 
tlie world's supply of tin, they are em- 
ployed with entire success. The ques- 
tions involved in the scheme to import 
eoolio labor into the Transvaal are 
rather of a political nature. There aro 
political objections to tlie importation 
of Chinese labor, such, possibly, as ex- 
ist in this country. We hope, however, 
to secure the passage of laws in ad- 
vance of the importation of any labor- 
ers, so that the whole business may be 
carried on under governmental super- 
vision. Tho Chinese will be indentured 
in China and taken to South Africa for 
a 'fixed term of yenrs, and upon the 
expiration o£ their fixed .term/ of ser- 
vieo will be returned to their homes. 
This arrangement might overcome any 
existing political objections which have 
arisen thus far. At the present time 
I think that 100,000 Chinese laborers 
could bo profitably employed in the 
South African mines, nnd as the coun- 
try gets better settled and mining de- 
velopment continues there will be a 
much larger field for the employment 
of cheap labor."

In introducing hi* subject, Mr. Cor- 
nell said: '"No one so far as I know 
has -ever attempted to illustrate the his- 
tory of the Pacific Slope of the N'jrth 
American (Continent by usiug lantern 
slides. My selection of pictures is not 
cis complete as I would like it, as much 
of the material suitable for illustration 
as very difficult to obtain on this side of 
the -world. Much that I would like to 
have to night is safely deposited ia the 
archives of Madrid, in various museums 
and art galleries of the Continent, lu 
private collections throughout the world, 
in the records of divers' organizations, 
[historical societies, state libraries, jn 
admiralty olllces. 

In British Columbia we are on tlm 
verge of a just forming wave of pros- 
perity. We have in addition to the 
immense vantage of commercial and 
geographical situation here massed in 
great quantities, iron, timber, coal, cop- 
per, fish, and fertile soil, with the dor- 
mant possibilities of itheir innumerable 
industrial ramifications which require 
only the incentives of shipping facilities, 
and exploited markets across the Pac!ti0 
to he brought into lift-, and grow to 
proportions rivalling the commerc of 
(Jrwit Britain herself. The energy and 
eirlcr.nriso that have created the trade 
and industry of the two Anglo-Saxon 
and greatest of nations, will be directed 
better and take root under new on- 
ditions in new soil. The inevitable law 
of Empire trending westward must 
halt forever here, where Occident and 
Orient meet, a local point which Nature 
or Providence or both, have dedicated 
to Destiny, as its greatest and utter- 
most goal. 

The sea to the ancients was a great 
mystery. Beyond the I'illar? of Her- 
cules which guarded the entrance of the 
Mediterranean was the sea of darkness. 
In the imagination of the sailor of the 
early middle ages, this sea was peipled 
with etraujre and owuful monster. With 
the size of the ships in those days, ig- 
norance and superstition regtrdiag ilio 
ocean itself, the lack of our modern 
facilities of navigation — various iustru- 
'luents of navigation, quadrant, sextant, 
compassi, etc, — it is not to be wondered 
at, that so little progress was made 
for so many ages, jYour hundred and 
fifty years ago very few peop.e be- 
lieved that the world was round at all, 
ami what is more, owing to the peculiar 
conceptions of what was right and wrong 
in those days, it was hardly safe for 
an ordinary man to say it was round 
even if he did believe it. The, h'-ench 
claim that the Basque fisho.-i,ei» traded 
land fished in American waters before 
Columbus' time. You are all familiar 
with the old claim of the Welsh that 
the IMandan Indians were the descend- 
ants of a colony or Welsh, who >cttlcd 
in America in very eiiTly time-. Ir. was 
pointed out that they wore i-J a much 
nobler mien than the other Inc'i in-) were, 
whiter in complexion, and and words In 
common, which were understandable by 
a missionary named Jones who went 
amongst them. As I am on one side 
descended from the Welsh Gosuolds, and 
IMoirgans, very famous men in their 
country, being both navigators nnd 'fight- 
era, I am not at all prejudiced against this 
theory. The Irish lay similar claims to 
priority, the Portuguese, the Spanish, 
the Italians, the Dutch, and the English 
each have their claimants to the dis- 
tinction. I have not heard that the 
£>eotcli ever laid claims to the honor. 
The Scotch were never anxious to dis- 
cover any place. They simply waited 
for some other nation to do the discover- 
ing, and they "went in and appropriated 
nil the fat offices and good things in 
eight. 

America was once connected without 
any doubt, with Southern Europe. Had 
it not been for the destruction wrought 
(by the Spaniards we might have today 
had preserved to US a remnant of those 
(incient civilizations in Mexico, which 
survived the ruin of ages and the 
cataclysms of nature. The early mis- 
sionaries, too, in their zeal to wean away 
the natives from their ancient religious 
and cause them to forget, destroyed 
priceless manuscripts, which they did 
not themselves understand or appreci- 
ate. 

One of the most remarkable of travel- 
el's ancient or modern, was Marco Polo, 
lllo traveled by the overland route to 
lOhtpa in the thirteenth century, and 
his hooks are the best descriptions oi 
a country which from that day until 
almost the present was unknown, and 
lUlltTaveled. Columbus knew theso 
writings, the reading aud to-reading 
of them inflamed hiss zeal for travel and 
made him an enthusiast. That he dis- 
covered America was probably due to the 
influence of Marco Polo. * In Polo's 
books Columbus had learned of far 
Cathay with its thousands of gorgeous 
cities, its noble rivers, happy populations, 
curious arts, and 1 its benign government, 
for China was the best governed coun- 
try and most ci.-ilized in the world then. 
Polo bad told him of lVkin, the winter 
residence of the great Khan with its 
palaces of marble, golden-roofed, its 
guard of ten thousand soldiers and its 
merchant marine; of oxen large as ele- 
phants, nuts large as melons, canes fif- 
teen yards long, silks, cambrics, and the 
choicest furs. He had told him of Ja- 
pan, island of pearls whose streets were 
paved With gold, enough to ma Ice you 
wish you had been Polo who helped 
more than any man to discover America. 

The Pacific side has its traditions as 
Well as the Atlantic side, aud before 
coining to Columbus it would be well to 
examine some of .the evidences of an 
Asiatic origin. "Who were the original 
inhabitants of America? Tradition does 
not' discover ■ to us, whether the native 
races as we know them were auto- 
Cthbnons, or came from 'Asia, or' were 
of European origin we' have no means of 
knowing. ''From the strong likeness of 
Const Indians, especially the Haidas, 
to the Japanese, many lean to a Japanese 
origin; but there is nothing so hard to 
reason about as an Indian." 
i The pictures were a great adjunct to 
the historical talk. Likenesses of the 
early Pacific navigators, Columbus, Ves- 
pucci, Vnseo dS Gam'n, Magellan, Van* 
couver, were thrown on the canvas. 

ISir John Franklin was shown, and the 
Elizabethan voyagers Martin, Frobisher 
and Drake. Continuing his lecture, the 
speaker said: "The Russians are the only 
nation that ever did make settlements 
north of San Francisco before the be- 
ginning of the lust century. To the Rus- 
sians we owe as legacies the Behring 
sea question, and the Alaska Boundary 
dispute. It was in line with Peter tie; 
Great's 'policy of expansion that Vitus 
'.Bering a Dane, Was sent out on a voy- 
age of discovery. He entered and passed 
through Behring Straits - : the furs got 
on this expedition originated the fur- 
trade of the Northwest Coast. This 
trade wis eventually organized under the 
auspices of the Russian Fur Company, 
which for years monopolized the fur 
trade of Alaskn. It was the progenitor 
of the present American or Alaskan Fur 
Company. The 'Russians- occupied the 
toast until they sold Alaska, which 
previously had been leased to the Hud- 
son's Bay Company, for. $7,000,000, to 
the United States. : It had previously 
oeen offered to Groat Britain. If we but 
knew wo might have had a 'territory twice 
«s large <as British Columbia, very rich in 
resources, and spared all the trouble 
about, the seals nnd Alaska Boundary. 



The- treaty over which the trouhjn exists 
was signed in 1825." 

IMr. Cornell's next picture was a life- 
like photogravure of the sea-otter. This 
picture is a keynote of the history of 
the coast for three quarters of a century, 
and really fixed its destiny. Theso beau- 
tiful animals were highly prized for 
their furs as they are today, and for 
mere hnuhles were purchased from the 
natives a ail sold at fabulous prices in 
China; all the subsequent voyages, if 
wo except those of Vancouver and one 
or two Spanish men-of-war, were made 
in search of theso skins. 

Excellent views of iMcares nnd his map, 
of historic iMaquilla, the interior of 
Nootka houses, of 'Sir Harry Burrnrd 
Xealo who was the godfather of Bnrrard 
Inlet, and a most interesting series of 
California's forty-miners followed. 

And tho lecture closed with pictures 
and clear incisive descriptions of Fort 
Resolution, and Prince of Wales Fort, 
of the old prison on Basrton Square, anil 
of British Columbia's tlirst school house 
at Craigilower.

EVENING. 
The sixth session of the Provincial 
Institute opened in Selkirk Hall, at S 
o'clock on Wednesday evening. Min- 
utes of previous meetings were read en 
bloc and adopted as a whole. The first 
talk was by William Burns Esq., B. A., 
Principal of the Provincial Normal 
School. Mr. Burns' subject was "Lit- 
erature in Senior Grades." Like nil of 
iMr. Burns' talks it was good. First 
giving a definition of the word "Lit- 
erature" in its widest sense, the speak- 
er said that his remarks would be con- 
fined to the teaching of literature in the 
senior grades of our public schools. No 
teacher should promote a child from tho 
intermediate igrade until that child can 
understand every [English sentence in his 
3rd reader. The Mr<! reader might be 
called "the jumping-off place" for, a 
reference to statistics ofi the department 
will show that in "British Columbia a 
very large per cent age of our pupils 
leave school at this point of their 
school journey. Iu this Western coun- 
try so many of our people, young and 
old, are dependent upon their' school lit- 
erature if or all the mental culture that 
conies to them. What does a literary 
taste not mean to the .boys of British 
Columbia, whoso lot is to be cast iu the 
lumber camp, the mining town, the 
sealing grounds! 

Statistics: Our own British Colum- 
bia departmental statistics, show figures 
that are startling. Just two and one 
half per cent, of our school population 
are enrolled in the high schools, just ex- 
actly two per cent. are. to be found in 
actual attendance there. In Ontario the 
per centnge is two and one eighth per 
cent. We are too apt, perhaps, to look 
upon the high school as- the important 
place— it looks after the two children in 
every hundred, 'What I would ask is, 
"Can we nol do something for the other 
ninety-eight'.'" One great cause tliat 
militates against a pure literary taste is 
what I might call ephemeral reading; 
this reading of anything or everything 
that comes along merely to fill iu time is 
the ruination of intellectual thought, it is 
'thought dissipation. How are we to 
correct this vicious habit? By intro- 
ducing the child to the best in literature. 
Get any one to once properly see the 
.beautiful, and from that time" the ugly 
is repulsive to him. Mr Burns outlined 
his method of (presenting a lesson on 
literature. First, he would have the 
selection read by the class, he would 
next draw from them their crude ideas 
of what they thought it all meant, that 
is. he would get the "story" from them, 
after this the teacher would, from his 
Widen 1 understanding, give his rendition 
of the extract bringing out what per- 
haps the pupil might have missed, what 
might be called "the higher meaning." 
After this, the ■children would again be 
given opportunity to tell their conception 
of the poem. Mr. Burns took by way of 
illustration, "The Chambered Nautilus" 
which has been described by a literary 
critic as the highest flight of Oliver 
Wendell Holmes in his poesy. The 
speaker kept his hearers intensely in- 
terested. A literature lesson in his 
hands becomes a true intellectual, ar- 
tistic nnd ethical treat. Happy indeed 
the Normal school pupils who are 
priviliged daily to hoar lessons like this. 
The natural co-relation of subjects w.n 
admirably brought out in iMr. Burns' 
treatment of his subject; reading can- 
not be separated from literature, nature 
study is incidental, and drawing a great 
adjunct. Nor must, the ethical aspect 
be lost sight of. Sketching on the board 
a picture of "The Chambered Nautilus." 
the speaker then tread the short poem in 
a forceful and feeding way, carrying bio 
listeners with him. As led by iMr. 
Bums, the class wandered with Oliver 
Wendell .Holmes down to the Atlantic 
^en-board, they saw him pick up the 
shattered shell and learned from it the 
truths it had to teach. The nautilus is

tubes, the ocouomlser tubes being 2% in. 
in diameter. An account of her trials was 
Riven in our lssme. of Juno 0. 1SV9. She 
has recently had her original boilers ro- 
DlHccd by twelve boilers of the Balicock 
■and Wilcox type, having collectively 7GO 
souarc feet of grate area, and 2($,K!0 ft. 
of heating service. The fiellevlllo bolleiw 
had less heating surface — 24.0S0 ft.. — but u 
somewhat larger grate area — 707 ft. The 
cow boilers have been supplied by Messrs, 
Babcock and Wilcox, and certain repairs to 
the machinery having been -made by Messrs 
Borland and Wolff, the Hermes was tried 
off Belfast on Maxell t and 0. The eon- 
tract with the Admiralty stipulated tJitit 
7,000 Indicated horse-power should be main- 
tained for six hours and 10,000 indicated 
horse power for two hours. The following 
wore the mean results obtained In the

The Hermes on her former full-power 
■ trial, made on June G, 1890. developed 
aO,2(U Indicated uorsc-power. the coal eon- 
mimption 'being 1.5S lb. per Indicated horse- 
power per hour. The mean boiler pres- 
sure was 240 Ib. The weight of the litib- 
oook and Wilcox boilers complete, includ- 
ing furnace nt.tlngs. all mountings, and 
brickwork. Is given as 27S tons, whilst the 
weight ot hot water In the bollem Is ;:S 
feeing, the combined weight therefore being 
tflO tons. The total corresponding welgtit 
(for the elghtoan Belleville boilers was 315 
tons. It will be of interest In connection 
•with the trial or the Hermes, and the 
further Introduction of the Bab-cock and 
Wilcox boilers In the Navy. If we give u 
few details which we have received of 
what is being done in the Navy of the 
country from whence this type of boilers 
came. In the early part of 1805 a com- 
mission of the United States Naval Engi- 
neers carried out u series of trials with 
tlilis description of water-tube boiler, and. 
us a result, It was determined to place It 
in two gunboats. One of these, tho 
[Marietta, accompanied the Oregon on her 
memorable trip round South America dur- 
ling the Spanish-American war. Several 
vowels in tho American navy have had 
their shell boilers replaced by those of the 
CBabcock and Wilcox type. Among these ils 
cruiser Chicago, which vessel, however, had 
only .six of her ten boilers of the water- 
tube type. After steaming 35.000 miles she 
had her boilers examined, and they were 
reported to be In good condition. The pro- 
tected cruiser Atlanta was Sited with two 
rotnrn-tU'be hollers and four Babcock and 
fWHcox hollers. This shin and the Chicago 
tire the only vessels In the United Slates 
navy in which the "conVbtned" system, now 
adopted in the royal Navy, has been used 
in connection with Babcock and Wilcox 
boilers. The Alert is another American 
cruiser In which this type of water-tube 
holler has replaced the shell holler, two 
of the former being fitted In place of five 
of the latter, with a gain or 2.T tons in 
bunker capacity and additional rower de- 
veloped.

| of United States uavid officers it was found

The engines of 
these ten vessels are designed to collective- 
ly develop 212,000 Indicated home-power. 
Altogether 32 vessels of the United States 
navy have had. or are having, tills water- 
tube boiler fitted Into thorn. The power 
ranges froun 1,800 to 23,000 Indicated 
horse-power, the latter figure referring to 
six armored cruisers of 13,400 tons each. 
The collective total horse-power of the 32 
ships amounts to 854,400 Indicated.— En- 
gineering.

assimilated when eaten raw. 

It Is not generally known that a con- 
siderable percentage of the iiiolliiHk is 
I soluble In various liquids. Tills makes 
' the choice of beverages taken with the 

oyster of Importance lu its digestion, 
j Tie best solvent Is gin diluted with four 
I parts of water. This Is In accord with the 
j J&nglllslh custom of drinking gin with oys- 
tere. About 42 per cent, of the solid mat- 
tor of the shellfish la dissolved in this 
I liquid; inborn 37.7 per cent, in ctiabllfi, 
and alfout the same amount la cold water. 
Oddly enough, stout has no elleot on the 
I oyster, and beer only a sight effect. Chnui- 
: pugne, however. Is, s'denttllnilly. a Ihlgh

I The edible part of the mollusk consists 
| chiefly of liver, hence It.s capacity for di- 
gesting Itself. When the liver Is crushed 
the hepatic cells are set free and the 
irlycogcn is brought Into contact with the 
hepatic ferment, so that a veritable nuto- 
digestlon of tho liver takes place. 
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The principal effect of tobacco, or raOier 
of Its strongest constituent, nicotine, Is to 
Increase the secretion of Quids from the 
sirface of tho throat and Intestines, All 
doctors agree upon tlds point. 

'Smoking must therefore aggrevaie the 
catarrhal affections which affilet the greater 
part of the population of Bile United 
States. It Increases the flow of mucus from 
the nose and throat. It should there- 
fore be nvolded by ail who suffer from 
catarrhal troubles.
